They were by llwnr 
purchasers, sent t-v cultivate! the land, and had i 5 seers of rice each, allowed 
for their mou lids suppmL Sum*, alter thlfi. ihe Soveroigti iJnpouny Grice, 
wa> dejiosed hy his Cutwal, Kuddul Force; tuen and * woman I the 
captfvea tewh advantage iif llicdjsturbrinco, lied nnri arrive*! nt Chittagong in 
the following June. Atmrut three-fourth* of the inhabitants of Atrakaii nre 
said to be native- of Bengal or d^cenrlants of such, who pray that Ih■ - 
English may deliver them, and they have agreed among themselves to 
assist their deliverer*. From time immemorial, thr Mugs have plundered 
the southern parts of Bengal, and have even been so hostile aa to descend 
on the coast of Chittagong and proceed into the country, plunder and 
burn the villages, dtd-tfoy what limy timid ruit carry away, and carry the 
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inhabitants mlo ..la very. But ifucc the cession vt the province to tire Com¬ 
pany, the place for ibe moit part lias enjoy ed quiet."

In the (alter half oi the eighteenth century, ahtvciy aitahted a Hide- 
spread vogue throughout the length and breadth of the land. It flourished 
more particularly In the larger towns, having come to be regarded as one of 
the indispensable conditions of normal domestic life Calcutta itself became 
an important centre of slavery. The following rtatemait made in i?$5, by 
Sii W illiam Jones, Chief judge of Lhe Supreme Court of Calcutta, will be read 
with interest, 

-► Hardly a man or woman exists, in a corner of this populous town, who 
hath not at least one slave child, cither purchased at a trilling price, or saved 
for a life that seldom fails of being miserable. Many of you, 1 presume, have 
seen large beats tilted with such children, coming down the river for ©pen sale 
at Calcutta. Nor can you be ignorant that most of them were stolen from 
their parents, or bought perhaps for a measure of rice In time of scarcity.” 

The above statements are amply confirmed by the following correspond¬ 
ence which was published In the £t»gat Onv waitef February 1831“ That 
slaver)- exists in Calcutta is a fact too notorious to be denied. I am led to 
this remark (tom a 1 borough knowledge of its actual existence, as also from 
being a frequent eye-witness of the extreme cruelty practised towards the 
generality of that neglected class, who art kept in such an abject state of 
blind ignorance and dread of the police, that although suffering the greatest 
of hardships, hardly one would have the courage to enter the precincts 
of justice. Slaves of both sexes are generally purchased from indigent 
Hindu or Hindustani mothen; a young girl will bring, according to her age 
and usefulness, from Kt 16 up to Rj 100. This traffic U generally resorted 
to by the Cat hoiks Lo supply themselves with domestics; And 1 am so Of 
to say, a few, who profess the Protestant faHh, though only in outward 
appearance, are also concerned in this inhuman traffic." 

The perpetuation of slavery, at this time, constituted an indispensable 
condition of luxurious living. Tlu? following advertisements, reproduced 
from old Calcutta Journals of t?So, serve lo indicate its immense vogue: 

1 Wanted—Two Ccffrees who can play very vdl on the French Horn and 
are otherwise hand) mid useful about a house, relative to the business of 
a consumer £*«•}. or Oi.nl of a cook; they must not be fond of liquor. Any 
person or persons having such to dispose of, will be treated with by applying 
to the printer.’ 1 
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“ Wanted—a Coffee* slave boy: any person desirous of disposing of 
•hicIi a boy and can warrant him a faithful and honest servant.! will please to 
apply to the printer," 

" To be sold—Two French Horn men, who dress hair and shave, and 
wait .at tabic." 

“ Strayed—From the service of his mistress, a slave boy aged twenty 
years, or thereabout, pretty white ct colour «f musty, tall ami slender, broad 
between the cheek-bones, and marked with the small-pox, it is requested 
Ifiat no one after the publication of this will employ blm as a writer, or fn 
any other capacity, and any [»wson or persons who will apprehend him 
and ghx notice thereof to the printer of this pa (ter, shall be rewarded 
for their Trouble." 


" Strayed—From the house of Mr, Robert Duncan in the China banar, 
on Thursday last, a Coffree boy about I a years old named Itiday ; w hoever 
brings back the same shall receive reward of one gold mukur.' 

" i 1 be void—.1 fine CofiTrcc boy that rniderstands the business of 
a butler, kifnttttga. and cooking. Price four hundred SUea rupees. Any 
gentleman wanting inch a rervanl may see him, anil be infix raed of 
further particulars by npplyhig to the printer/' 

And all this was barely a hundred ami odd years ago I Weil may the 
Cftlcuttaltc of to-day marvel at the wonderful transformation which the 
city ha* undergone with the passage of years* 

The unfortunate slaves not infrequently received the most brutal 
treatment at the hands of I heir owners and masters. A contemporary writer 
mention* that "stave girls, for the slightest offence, and on the most trivial 
occasions, receive corporal punishment, entirely at the trill and pleasure gf 
their owners and [ know many instances where punishments have been 
inflicted in a greater degree and by a more severe method than the criminal 
receives, who has offended the laws of hit country. The common method of 
punishment resorted to is to tie them up, strip them to the skin (even grown 
up girls of the age of sixteen and seventeen aie not exempted) before the 
male domestics, and flog them with a rattan In the most cruel and barbarous 
manner; aunt her method of punishment, which I conceive to he proportionate 
with the first, is taking them to the null, in one of December's coldest 
morning*, and having a riumbci if kukitt of water thrown over them fn quick 
succession, st. as hardly to give the sufferer time to draw breath." There i» 
on record a case of fatal maltreatment accorded to a slave-girl, named 
Nastbun, by her mistress, Maria Davis, In i8*S. On the other hand, there 
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nre instances of bondsmen and women having received exemplary kindness 
Ht the hands of their owners, who extendi'.' to them the same treatment a= 
that of a member of tlw family. One sometime*- light* u;mri wiUs executed 
in those days in which it ii instructed that the slaves of the testator were to be 
given a certain amount of money, or freedum. ou his death, or both. A writer 
rccorls that the wife of the Reverend Zadiartoh Kiernander, thefounder of 
the Old Mission Church in Calcutta, had two slaves who were ** bound to their 
mistress by the bonds of affection as -.veil as of service/ 1 It was the custom 
among Hindus to feed and clothe slaves, to give them a cash present on the 
birth of cadi child, and to defray the wedding expenses of such as were 
permitted to marry, while with the Mahomed an i it not infrequently happen* 
ed that a slave-girl was promoted to the seraglio and allowed to set up as 
her master's favourite wife. 

During the latter ItaJf of the eighteenth century, .1 strong wave of dis¬ 
approval and dislike of slavery in general, stye;.it over the civilised countries 
of Europe, and mUbly England, and it was hardly to be on peeled that the 
East India Company would long remain uninfluenced by the trend of public 
opinion. The Company had assumed the Government of the Country from 
Mahometan mien, who had rccogmsud legalised bondage, and as motf of 
the Moslem laws for the administration, of justice hurl been unavoidably 
retained in their entirety, Ibc enactments pertaining to slavery were per- 
Iactuated under the Company. The work of reform mult needs have been stow* 
but it could not be indefinitely pul off, That flagrant relic of barbarism 
could not survive for lung in the face of the progressive impulses which 
contact with * liberty* toving and enlightened race engendered* The exjiot' 
tatiort of slaves was forbidden by a Proclamation in jytSo. and their importation 
from Arabia and Miter countries was put a stop to in tSu, The sale »f 
agrarian slave? by Government officials tor the recovery of revenue was also 
prohibited In iiiiry But these measures, on account of legal and technical 
difficulties, did hot at once ine»:t with the arnuunt of -uccess tboy deserved. 
The orders for the iibolilton 4 sal very were lie Id to lie inoperative, by reason 
of its Jojtg usage, .ujd implied sanction by the Mahumcduii tow, which vans. 
still the law of British Indio, The Charter of 1(133 tacitly sanctioned slavery, 
for, though it did not authorise ur prohibit traffic its slaves, it vuutd not very 
well help reoognbing thcli exblcivce. Cutisequeutly, although Uic Court >n" 
Justice desisted from the sale of slaves tor the recovery uf revenue in 
pursuance of Uic official orders, private owners continued to buy uni] idt 
them, 

tn 183 c the British Government emancipated alt the staves of the Grown. 
In if*33 the administration of Earl Grey formally abolished slavery, with 
effect from the 1 st August 1S45. Lest, however, an enormous multitude of 
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slave* should all at once be set free to the possible detriment of the country, 
it wa* enacted that domestic slaves were to be apprenticed to their late 
masters for four years and agrarian slave for a period of six years, AH 
children under six years of age, however, were ordered to be immediately 
liberated. 

It Is iiunecessary to inarti in detail the further steps of emancipation 
Gradually, but nevertheless surely, tlic traces of slavery were effaced from 
the laud, and the cause of liberty and humanity triumphed ultimately, over 
the forces of prejudice and demoralisation, after a prolonged struggle.

An Account of Colonel Martin’s Viua, sear Lucknow, 

in the East Indies. 

(Wltli a Platt ) 

a niuiiiimtnil of European taste and elegante in a remote 
I^rt of the world, near eight hundred miles within land in the 
north of India, a short account of the accompanying engrav¬ 
ing dome from a drawing taken on the spot in Uw year i;S 4 . 
may prove acceptable 10 some of our readers ; and will point 
out, aiming many other instances of British taste displayed 
in the East, how iU-founded the assertion of a edehrated gentleman ftu been, 
vis.. " That were we to be driven out of India this day, nothing would 
remain to tell that it hud been jwsscssed during the inglorious period of our 
dominion, by anything belter than the auran|pwrt*ng or the ttger. ,, * The 
contrary hud long, previous to this assertion, been established in every part 
of India where British subjects reside ; and here by the ingenious owner of 
the above, Colonel CM Martin, in ibis and uther insta«C€i, to the great 
benefit and Improvement of the arts in those parts Indeed, in justice to this 
gentleman, it (Might to be oh^rved, lluu die East India Company have been 
much Indebted to bis skill on many imt»rtaiil occasion*, during thirty years 
of his honourable and faithful services in almost every dcjiartment, particu¬ 
larly when their rootiufc; in that country wa> yet in Us infant state A 
gentleman. who having some years ago beheld the *f»l on which the above 
elegant building stand*, partly over-run with reeds and brambles, says : ** The 
effect, which the change it had undergone produced on my iniud on viewing 
it aftcrwardUr was attended with a pleasing reflection on the advantages 
attending works of taste and magnificence! in evsy country ; but more 
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{wtioihuly when found in such situation* as from the state of the arts there, 
make the display of the former more meritorious, when, as in the present ease* 
superior skill directs the inexperienced hand , fur there L no part of the 
building in question but what was performed by the natives of the neighbour* 
ing mean built city, under the direction of Colonel Martin ; nor is there any 
such, or one corresponding w ith its decorations, existing within the sphere 
of their observation hi that part of the country/' It is situated near the city 
of Lucknow, in the province of Ourie, and is, [niritapj, for its elegance and 
numerous conveniences, adapted to the different iic-isons of India, the com¬ 
pletes! private building for its site in that part of the world. It is built with 
brick stuccoed, partly on piers sunk within the current of the river Goomty, 
which runt with violent rapidity during the periodical rains, joining the Ganges 
about ten miles to the eastward of the city of Benares. To enter on a detail 
of the various conveniences and decorations of this place, would swell the 
description beyond what the nature of our Work would admit the insertion 
of: for these we must refer to the drawing. 

You approach the house on the land side through an arched gateway, 
sufficiently lofty to admit an elephant with its turret, at .some distance from 
this yon enter the shrubbery through a winiliug walk, ornamented with the 
ridiest vegetable productions of India and China, with such of those of 
Europe as thrive in that dimate. On yonr arrival dose to the house, a 
drawbridge first presents itself thrown over a must t-urrnnuding the building 
on the land side, communicating with the river, from which ft can bv filled 
at pleasure, cither for the purpose of cooling the lower apartments or that 
of defence from tJic sudden attacks of banditti ur rebels. This latter purpose 
of its con 4 true thin will not appear very consistent with European notions of 
modem buildings, and renew <nir ideas of feudal jealousy. II is here, how* 
ever, a must useful precaution, for the want of which Colonel Martin was 
near suffering severely in a neighbouring habitation during Chict Sing's 
rebellion, when a body of rebels drew up hi front of it to attack it, and had 
Ue not placed two smalt field-piece* *t hi* doors, loaded with grape-shot, and 
him*: If at the head of his servants armed, which obliged the former to retreat. 
If the fine villas on Choultry Plain, hi the neighbourhood of Mad ms, had 
had some such protection, perhaps they would not hare suffered as they did 
in the lulu war, from Hydes’* parties of hurst Fmm the bridge you ascend 
by 3 few steps to an elegant piazza, commanding a prospect of the pleasure 
grounds, where you enter u beautiful nod spacious b ill of an octagon form, 
wdth the doors leading into the various apartments with which it is sur¬ 
rounded on three shies, !»o disposed as to admit at pleasure a free current of 
air through them from every quarter. This lead* lo one uf the finest rooms 
ill India for size, proportion and finishing, built on the arch In the river; the 
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prospect from liiaice over (he latter, toward the Faixabnd road, doe? not 
contain milch variety but is richly interspersed with mang.. groves and com 
fields; that of LuckliOv- from one of theend windows promise? a much finer 
city than on entering it eiibibiis. After pacing through two smaller apart 
menu, communicating with this room and the octagon hall, you descend to 
a range on a level with the river, containing baths and fountains—the latter 
so disposed ns to keep playing with advantage in the equal distribution of 
water against the windows, which, when the hoi winds prevail during die 
spring months, are kept covered in the- day time with frames filled with green 
brambles; these, being Jeep! constantly wet by the fountains, cool Uie wind in 
its passage into the apartments, and thereby procure a constant temperature 
within, proportioned to the .'trength uf the wind abroad, and capacity of the 
frames to retain the water dripping. The upprn apartments with their 
terraces and turrets, arc principally disced f->r the purpose of deeping in 
the open air, and recreation during the nights of the hot season. Hie 
observatory i? well supplied with philosophical apparatus 

There an; few modem production* of arts calculated for instruction, 
that Could be transported bitlier from Europe, but what arc to be found 
amongst some of the various collections deposited here by Colonel Martin, 
with many proofs of his own superior talents and ingenuity, to the great 
delight of the Intelligent traveller and neighbouring natives, to which the 
famous ZolFanij* bore testimony when lately at this place. 

IVe are the more happy in having it in our power to present our 
readers with the above, as this building and its contents have not a Utile 
contributed to impress the less‘Informed of the native of that remote part 
of the country with just ideas of the superiority of European taste mid 
knowledge.

The latest dispatches from Bengal brought advice of the demise of 
Major‘General Claud Martin. As an extraordinary personage who raised 
himself from the lowly rihaftm of ti private trooper to respectable tank lu 
the army, as well as to a very uncommon degree of cpieltncr, a connected 
memoir of his life may prove, perhaps, neither unacceptable to your general 
readers nor to bis surviving friends and companions. 
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Claude Martin was a dative of the Lyonnais, sprung frnm .1 htirnblr 
lineage, principally employed In Liu; more toilsome and ordinary ixcupnioni 
of the iill‘-irmm*fnitorj', the staple nf lliut province^ svlii■: h first excited, 
perhiit h v the m.eknnkiti propensity he afterwards displayed' Some ->t his 
kindred reside at this time, it seem*, in ^ near Lyons. enabled by his 
pecuniary and (though he often complained bitterly of I heir neglect and of 
their Inattention to him during his stale of indigence to traffic toholttstU 
in tht superior branches of that commerce, to which they could p raced entl> 
contribute m retail only, by their manual labour. 

In Ills youth, but not very early, lie became a soldier, and not long niter 
was draughted into a troop of light dragoon*, incnrpornted for the purp.isc 
of accompanying Count Lolly to Indio, there to form his bodyguard. 

The Oni*r, though 3 gentleman of talent, intelligence. knowledge of the 
world, and of pre-eminent skill and gallantry in his p/ofisdan, was unhappily 
cursed with ail irritation and impatience of temper, as galling to other* os 
Ivarrasiug to himself. Naturally imperious and opinjnaalcsd, conceited of his 
rank, and presumptuous of his descent, he, on his- arrival at Pondkhwry, 
unluckily encountered persons in the ad mini strati cm there the very reverse 
in every particular -if himself; Raturicrs [jrVjiti extraction, neither estimable 
for their intellectual nr practical qualifications, and destitute of all political 
enterprise ; mere mercantile automata^ in short. devoted only to commercial 
or pecuMive »peraric-n>; neither of their permns >r umdcntanttlngs could 
his arrogance, for one moment, whether in their presence or absence, suppress 
the amotions of hi» contempt and aversion. To that excess, indeed, did bis 
antipathy extend a.-; to impel him to erect a gibbet in front of the Cmxett 
House, " In terrao-m " to their deliberations. Although not actually thus 
insulting and supercilious to his onm opetrg, numbers of whom were noblemen 
ami chevaliers of distinction more illustrious than lib osvk; yet were they 
commanded by him with so rigid, so vexatious a discipline and authority, as 
to constrain many of them indignantly to rellmjtlLsh the service and retire to 
Europe . and the soldiers attached to them, in consequence to desert in 
numbers, a secession productive, some few. years after, tifhls Arrm^tmtnt 
and execution. 

Amongst others which thus abandoned their colours was the entire corps 
that constituted the Counts cavalry guard, who w ent off in n body with thsir 
horses, arms and accoutrements.

The historical hiU-rcM of Hugh 11 district i* entirety European, ami dates 
back only three nr four cent uric? Here, r.n the banks of the Bliagirathi, 

«itin n 0 few miles of each other, six European rmtiuns, I’mluguesr. Dutch, 
English. French. Danes, and Flemings, founded Mttkmenlt and struggled 
with each other, first for trade ,inrl then lor empire The first comers 
were the Portuguese, who vfcutcd Bengal for the dm time about tji&aud 
began to frequent the Hughli river a, trader* about t;yj Rut Portugal was 
already, even nt this time, a decaying power, anti the Portuguese never 
recovered from the capture uj theii fort by K Mini Khtui, under the order* of 
Shah Julian. tn l6j», Tile Dutch i.tmt next, almost tmmediately after the 
ruin of the Portuguese power, in 1632. The English first settled at llughli 
about 165 i , the French at Chamkrnagar abmn i^ the Dane: about ifi^il 
at Crondnlpara in the southern j*irtiun of what is nmv the French territory, 
a place still sometime* called Dancmardaug* It was rwt for another half- 
century that the Dane* occupied Ser4ni|HWe. in i;jj, The O it end Company 
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(Flemings) h>ut a brief but disastrous history in Bengal, their settlement at 
Bank! Raxot, the modem Garuli*. on ilir east bank of the river, lieing 
occupied only for about ten year*, (723 to 1733, 

The name Htighfi h said to have been bestowed upon the town on 
recount of the large quantity or reed*, kvglu ( ;. which used to line tile 

river banks st this place. These reeds may stilt lie -een here and there, 
but arc by no means a prominent feature of the landscape now. The rivei 
take* its name from the town, rwrt ; ire vend The teal name of Uns river U 
of course, the Rhaginrthi ; but it gradually came to be known to the early 
voyagers as the Hugh 1 1 river, or river of Httghli, tbs river on which die 
town of Hughli stands

Wbife there is much of historical imcrcsi in the district, most of the 
places of interest are not only well known, but easy of access by rail, road, 
or river.

Even in these places, however, much that would have been of great 
interest has gone for ever. The English never had any Tegular rail at 
IT ughli; U ivai not until they built Foil William that they had a real place 
ot defence. But the Mogul Fort at Hughli, the Dutch Fort Gustavos at 
Chin surah, and the French Fort Orleans at Chandamagar, have vanished. 
The Mogul and Dutch tern were deliberately destroyed amt their ruins 
utilised to make roads. All of these places enumerated above ate well known, 
and many of them have been visited by the Society. It would serve no 
purpose to say mere about them now, But it may be of interest to give some 
description of some other place*, of less importance, no doubt, but less wall 
known and less accessible. 

The following notes contain descriptions of the Old Benares Road s—

fiiighpi district {449 miles. 7 furlongs, toS yards, or Just U4 yards less than 
fifty miles. For the first dsiteen miles Lhc Howrah-SlieakliaU Steam 
Tramway runs alung tire title >f the road 

■■V good Heal of historical information, taken from official records, may 
1 * fa «nd in Toynbees Sketch oftho Administration uf die H-oghiy District 
from 1795 to 1S45. * book which contains much interesting matter about 
the early history of the district, Toynhere states fpp, nt«H 3 j that this 
road, as the most direct route to the Upper Provme&s the firs', road 
whoso maintenance was taken in hand by Government, towards the end of 
the eighteenth century, It was then called the Now Military Road. In 
*797 Lieu tenant [tonka 1 was In charge ul" the mad, In i$it fJcntciiam 
W D. PI ay fair, w hr-remained in charge anti 1 May t$ 3 S, rising to the rank 
of Major in the interval, [n May tfoS the read was matin over to tile 
Magistrate or IfughU. Sir Frederick Haliiday, who held that post in 1630, 
reported to Hie Government I hat every year large sums of money were 
waited in piling earthwork on this read, canb which was washed away 
regularly every year by the floods of the Darnudar river during the rains. 

He wrote -where well secured and strongly piled Intmls cannot be 
resorted to. the best read ts that which does net rise above the level of lire sur- 
reimding country , 11 He stopped all work upon the road, which ftji now of 
much less importance than formerly, as the Grand Trunk Road, begun In 
had by i£jo made considerable ptogteu, -mil time i£ 2 $ lire tr.»,>ps marching 
had begun to vise it in preference to the Old Benares Road. 

About the same time, however. Colonel Om-dey, Agent to the Governor- 
General for the South-West Frontier, called aUenltem to the Importance of 
tile road as a means of communication with bis agency, writing “ The now 
opening trade with Chute Nogpme and the whole of tire South-West 
Agency in indigo, otbenjs, skint, and other jungle productions is brought 
along this llnaf 1 The road wtkteh ted to the South-West Agency is 
*dwtitaw called the “Qtd Xagpui Rcwuiit leaves tire Old Benares Rr-xd 
'in the west bank of the Dwarkeswnr river, cm the east bank of which 
Stands the town of Arumbagh, formerly Jj hati flh.til the head l|tj artei? 
'd die subdivision, and putt* out of Hughli lilstitet im., Midtrepur, at 
TiUlnurr, 17 miles wet of Arombayb. 

In 1S37 the Old Bamre* Re ad is described a* being a mcLatreiiuly picture 
of the effect* cfnegle:t irut rtill etmvdail with fo** passenger -nr park 
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bullocks. Out of JS bridges, scone of which must have cost from twenty-five 
to thirty thousand rupees each, only 33 were still standing in 1837, and they 
were fast falling into rum. The rcsi-houto were dropping to pieces and 
their furniture stolen. By 1840 the troops had Anally abandoned the road, 
and the parts liable to flood had fallen to the condition of an ordinary fair* 
weather track. Toynbee write* w It is truly lamentable to think of the 
immense sums of money that must have been wasted on this road before 
it was discovered that to make a raised road across the ilo»xi spill of a 
country sufficient waterway must be allowed. The .-fame experience was 
bought at the same cost in many ocher parts of the country, notably on the 
Grand Trunk Road between Midu&pur and Cuttack.” 

The following description of the road is taken (tom an official r epor t by 
myself The date tvas 20th December 1900. after the road had been more 
or less put in order after the floods of the rainy season, U.. after diversions 
had been made at the chief breadies, and lleep slopes smoothed off at some 
of the numerous khals which the road crosses. 

*' Forded the Damudar, banks doping on east, steep on west, about two 
feet of water under western bank. The jjrd milestone is on the east bank of the 
Damudar. First mile, 33-34. road bunded and fairly good. Second mile, 
54-35, mad still bunded, but lour targe breaches and ruins of two pakka bridges, 
one targe and erne smalt. From 35th to 40th mile road very sandy, almost all 
one targe area of spill water. Third mile. 35-36, crossed two large sandy 
river beds, both dry now. The 37th milestone u a little east of the Muaeswari 
river. In 38th mile crossed Muneswari river, 30 yards wide, girth deep, a 
small beat for foot passengers. On Its west bank a village. Hariri knl a, 
surrounded by a bund. The next half mile almost all .->pi!l channel, 
crossed one small riverbed and fuur larger ones, a foot of water in une, About 
39th mile a large spill channel with a lew inches of water in it; a large broken 
pukka bridge here. In 3p-40th mile two pakka bridges standing, but toad 
broken away on each side. At 40th milt reached Mayapur village.” 

I haw ridden along this road many a time since 1900; it <dli remains in 
much the same condition as then, and is likely to do so. It lias now been 
recognised that It is useless trying to keep up a good road crofting the spilt 
channels of the Damudar at right angles. Ail that can be done is to 
patch up the worst places alter the floods subside, and put up temporary 
bamboo bridges at one or two of the worst crossings ; recognising that the 
work must be rcj>eated yearly and that the road cannot be kept up through 
the rains. Such repairs were wdl carried out in the early cold weather of 
(907-08, and in February igoS the road was in better condition than I had 
ever seen it before, Strings of pack bullucks and long Hubs of foot passengers 
may still be towi, at the best a bulled cart gets along the road with difficulty, 
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Or 3 ?)!h April 1904 f saw the* Damudar at the ford at Parana on the Old 
Benares Road quite dry. Alnu*t all the water of the Damudar new leaves 
the bed of that river through the Bcgua Mohnna breach, on its western embank* 
meet, and passes (foam the Munestvari river. Ou icth February it»g the 
Damudar at Puraira tvas -^tne few yard> broad and nol over a foot deep, while 
the Muncsivari was in heavy flood, some seventy or eighty* yards broad and 
ten to twelve feet deep. It had been irt flood, 1 wa> told, fur four days, and 
rl bad not fallen much when I re-crossed it, on my return, on 16th February. 

Ths Stmapkort TSnwn.—In 181S the Govermncni of India started 
a Semaphore telegraph system, which was to be carried from Calcutta to 
Beitares, like the series then in existence from Portstnouih to London. In 
1831 Lieutenant Weston was at work, building the towers required for the 
purpose in Uughli district. He was suc cee ded in 1815 by Captain VUyfair, 
probably the stiic officer who was in charge of the Old Benares Road, who 
appears to have finished the tower*. The experiment was never carried to a 
conclusion, and wa-i abandoned about 1830. Of course the introduction of 
electric telegraphy would have rendered the semaphore: towers useless had 
the line ever been completed. Hotv many of these towers were built I can¬ 
not say. There are still -landing two in Howrah district, four in Hughli and 
seven in Rankurn, the fourteenth, if it wen ever built, would he in Manbkum 
T be first semaphore station would of course be Fort William. The first six 
towers are at regular interval* of about eight miles, and are exactly in 
a straight line, except that the first. Mob fori, is a little south of such a line. 
The first six towers stand at the following places — 

1. Mohfori, 8 miles north-west of Calcutta. 

2. Ikngachi. 8 miles north-west of MohLui. 

3. Dilikliss 4 miles south-west of Kristonagar 

4 llatathpur, 7 to $ miles north of Khanokul, no cast bank of M uih*m <*r1 
river, opposite its junction with the Dwnrkeiwar Kane- Nadi. 

3, Mubarak pur, 3 roiio south of Arambagh, on east bank of Dwarkeswar. 

6. Navasan. one mile north-west of Gogbal, hall a mite north of Nagpur 
road. 

The xrvon tower-- which continue the lint through Uankura are situated 
at the following places.—(ij l*eno, i *j I’unsciutnpur, r jj Tautipukhur in the 
Uishunpur jungle, fa) Ramsagar, (5) Chandtakotu, (C) Uankura. (7) Ciutra. 

The towers are round, built with four storeys or tiers, and arc about sixty 
reel lit height. No vestige, of a stair remains in any of tiiose which I have 
seen, Haiarhpur. Mubarikpur, and Navasan. The tower at Haiatbpor b now 
ou the very brink of the Muneswari river, which seems to have cut away the 
bank at this place daring the last few years, and I should think it would 
probably fall before many other rainy seasons pass. 
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The Great Trigonometrical Survey wa* begun In Httgh!i district in iSjoi, 
suspended in June IS31. and started again in March t8ta. Great opposition 
both active and passive, was experienced from the people, and the work war 
not finished until 1S45. There were eight survey station* in the district. 
The old semaphore towers of Di lakh as and Mubarak put were utilised a# two 
and the roof of the Hughli College 9» a third. For the other five, lowers were 
built, about fifty feet high, at the following places: (1) Akttapur. three relies 
north-tail of Tarakeswar, (2 > Bbnia, half-way between Natikul and Singer on 
the rareketwar Branch Kailway, and within a few yards of the railway oh 
its north side, fj) 3 athan, a aide south-east of Dwarb&siot station ; Bog*, 
five miles north of Nay* Sarai. and (5) NiaU, three mile* north-east of 
liainchi. This last tower fell fn the earthquake of If&j. 

The semaphore towers arc round, the survey towers square. I cannot 
give any accurate measurement* of either, but the former look much the 
larger of the two, both In height and diameter. 

The BkU&rgvth, or Inner Fort, Is the name of an old ruined fortifica¬ 
tion, on the right or south-west hank of the Amador or A mud warn river, 
a little to the east of (he '4-15th mile of the Uurrfwaji-Mtdrtapiir road. It is 
situated in Gogh at than*, some three miles west and a little south of Go ghat 

This Is one of the most inaccessible corners of the province, Goghat Is 
the most westerly than a of the Arainbagh or Jahanabad subdivision of the 
Hughli district, The Hhitargarh b, by road, some ten mile? west and* 
little south of A nun bag h village; by a short cut the distance can be reduced 
to about eight miles. Ammbagb Itself is sixteen miles in a direct line from 
Taiakcswor, the nearest railway station; and 24 miles from Maripal, on the 
Tarakeswar branch of the fLI.K,, tile nearest railway station with which it Is 
connected by road. It is about ihirt} mile* from the Burdvmn railway 
station, the road being good all the way. except for some two mile.H at the 
Damudar crossing, about three railed South of Bind wan. The ikirdwaii- 
Midttapur road u the same as that from Bind wan to Aramhigh, as far as 
Vchalan, sixteen mile!: from Band wan, where it branches off to the sou lit-west 

The miles on this road arc measured from Cclmian , and, as the 
HhUargarh is 011 the 14-15th mile, it is fully thirty miles from Burdwan. From 
Midnapur it would be some forty- miles distant. All thufc roach, except 
that from Buniwan to Arambagh, are 0 hath4," or unmet*!led, though in 
l letter condition Inst season than l haw ever seen them before. It will be 
seen, however, that access to the Bhitargarh L-: not exactly easy. 

Tlic ruined lore may be described a* fallow*. An earthen ramp, some ten 
to fillsx.j' lent high, encloses a space of about five hundred yards square, 
roughly quadrangular, with the ™«j rounded off. The river Amtldvrar* 
enters thb space at the northern corner of the ramp and flews across if, passing 
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out <tt a gap In the eastern side, near its south end. The south-eastern 
comer of the quadrangle show* a distinct bulge outwards to the south-eaat 
the reason for which ;> noi apparent. 

On the right or south-west bank of the five® stand the ruins of the ** timer 
fort or Bhiurgark These ruliti consist of a mound some tw.it hundred 
yardi tquare ami 1 should think thirty* to forty feet high In the centre. More 
or less all round tills mound, hut specially m the northern river; and 
southern laces, may be seen traces of a wall, built u{ laterlie block* below, 
brick above. The sides of tile mourn! are overgrown with jungle, both tree 
and scrub; so thick, that it is difficult to get through. The top is more open, 
though It Is covered with tree*. The whole mound apparently consists 
if broken brick, more or less, but no trace of any definite building, even fit 
ruins is vfaiblc. except a Musalman tomb on the highlit point. 

Thi* tomb cumt}|- -of three terraces, t6 pace- long from north to south, 
twelve from east to west, and each about two feet high- They are built of 
old stone, rnd apparently have been patched up from time to lime. On 
the highest terrace is the tomb itself, some six feet long and three feet high. 
A yard from its northern end is a small brick pillar, with a niche In it for a 
lamp. There were many clay horses round the tomb, mostly very small 
coarse day images, but one quite artistic and much larger. 

1 Iso space between lire northern ramp and river is high gras* land. 
The rest of the enclosure i, mostly cultivated as rice fields, except its southern 
end, which Is a swamp 

Just outside the southern ramp lies a, lung narrow tank, which probably 
was once a moat. 

From the southern end of the outci ramp projects a second fortification, 
about j$& j *ril« kmg from ,uth to north and 300 broad, with ■ high mound 
at Its ionUi--.it.it an^is : this mound consists mostly >f masses ■■» roughly 
cut I alert te, and muut hive been a strong bastion. 

I am nut aware of any history of this fort. It ii raid to have been one 
of the forts used as ■ tefencus against the Incursions of the Mahrattas, but 
probably it existed I wig before the seventeenth century. The tomb on the 
top is comparatively modern, and must have been built after the fort itself 
had fallen into mins. 

The rttuntior) f» wd! chov*n for defence against an enemy armed only 
with bow* and arrows <ir even early firearms. Even if the outer ramp were 
taken, the garrison of lire Inner fort were £ nre of 11 water-supply from a rivet 
which dues nut run dry during the hot weather, washing the northern walls of 
the fort. 

Tire ramp or tire outer fort is now <j#||y srnrif ten to fifteen fact high, 
■aid prevents an easy slope on both inner and outer sides. Cavalry could 
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rid? over it, indeed. It ivoultl wu> Jiardiy check them In a gallop. But this 
is after the tains of a century at least, probably much longer, have acted 
on tL tn tha day? tv-hen ill? ruin was a fortress it ww probably much higher 
and sleeper. 


RUINS OF GARH- MANDARAN. 
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l bia fort is the scene of the story * Durgesa Nindini," by the celebrated 
Bengali novelist, tfankim Cliandrs Chattcriee, whfj Subdivisional Officer 
of JnJmuabad about twenty years ago, 

A tittle north of the northern ramp tie the nilns of Gaih Mandaran These 
consist of large mound*, fifteen to twenty feet high, covering n space of about 
linir* milt uptaie. A ptwr mixiem village covers part of this area- On one of the 
mmmrf stoward.rthe smith. stands a mosque, of no particular antiquity or interest. 

KriihortQgar naUly Krkjina»«gar> is a fair aired village ,-,n the west 
bauU of the M tines wati River, where the Mayapor-Xhanakot road meets the 
river, about two milts north nf KJmnaktil. There is 5 very fine group of 
temples here, ftt (lie south end of the village, on the river bank ; one large tern* 
pie with about n doj.cn smaller ones. They are dedicated to Krishna, tinder 
the name of Gopiuafh {Lord of Cowherdesaes). At Khanakiit fodf them is 
:t lair fined temple or Shiva, under *lu= name of Ghanteswar, on the bank of 
the Muncswnn This temple appears to be In some danger of being under- 
mined by tlitj rivet. 

Naray.inptr is a very «maU village no the north bank of the Dwarkeswrir 
Kana Nadi arui east bank of the Muncswuii. jiturt above their junction, oppo¬ 
site the Uainibpur Tower. 1 had never seen nr indeed heard of this village 
until t visited it, Inspecting vaccination, rm 1 3 th February 190#. In a thicket 
of jungle, on the hank of the Munesw&ri, at the north-east comer ol the vil¬ 
lage, stands rather a line old temple. Ovm the doorway. which faces south, 
arv moil! led brick*, with figures of men and animals in very good preserva* 
(ton. They appeared to me to be better than I host fn the old temple at 
Dansboriu , on tim other hand, they are probably net nearly so old. All that J 
could ascertain locally about this temple was that it had been built and 
dedicated to SaRgram, a very long time ago, by a man who hurl no heirt. 
Whid b meant by Sall-rnm I do not kmm A native subordinate official 
who with me told me that Sillgmm was an incumalrun or Vishnu, but 
thb Is certainly not correct The Sludgrjma is a black ammonite, legardtti 
sacred by the worshippers of Vishnu, But the Shalgrama does not ^ecm 
to be a iikdy object of dedication of a temple. In spite of the absence of 
information about the origin and history of tins temple, I should think 
though it is unw falling into ruins, that it b probably not very old, perhaps 
not more than a century or so. 

Rars T,tnf* it * very fine tank which lie* about three miles south¬ 
east of Arnmbagh, on the 1-2 mile of the Arambagh-Arandl Road, on the 
south-west of the road. The lank b about :;o yards square, its banka 
stand some twelve feel above the road. 

The following legend in connection with this Laid;, was related to int 
some years ago. by Assistant Surgeon Syum itirwi U„. Gupta, then of 
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Arambagfi Raniit Rsl was a wealthy 2tmin& rr, called by courtesy Raja, 
who lived In file village of GarliUfoarj, north of the Old Heoares Road, about a 
mile cast of Arsmbagh. He was a devoted tvnrshijjper of the g-xldet. 
Durga, who ou one occasion played the part of his daughter to show her appre¬ 
ciation or his devotion. On the morning of the day of the Bartini festival 
(the thirteenth day of the moon in April), a Sk**kh**i or -seller of conch 
*he 11 ornaments, while passing the tank now known as Ran jit Rai’s Tank, 
went down to the tank to gel a drink of water. At the gk»t lie saw a beauti¬ 
ful maiden bathing, who enquired who he was. On hearing that he was a 
Shankkan, she a'k«J whether he had a pair Of Siinvites, or shell bracelets, 
which wnnkl suit her. He said that he had such * pair, but that they were 
expensive, their price being foe rupees. The girl came out of the tank and 
asked him to pul die bracelets on her wrist*. She was pleased with them, 
and said that she would keep them, adding that she had no money with her, 
but that if he would go to her father. Ran jit Rai, he would pay for diem. 
She further told the S&a*Httr; to tdl her fathet that he would find, in the 
room facing south, a small box of hers with five rupee? In it; and added 
that, inter father made any demur to paying, if the man came back to the 
ghat, die would pay him herself. The Shattkkari went to Ranj*t Rais house, 
tokl lira story, and asked for five rupees. Ron jit Rat, as it happened, had no 
daughter. and at first thought of simply dismissing the man as an imposts 
oit second thoughts he went to look at the niche described and there found a 
box with five rupees in it. I ie then saw that some supernatural agency had 
placed 1 lie bux and money there, and went with tip: ShanMari the ghat 
where the girl had been seen bathing. She wa> there no longer, >o the Shutt- 
kttari called out “ O beauLlful maid to. who took the pair of 5%*fv£At?i from 
me tllii morning, where are you >" In answer, a pair of hand?, with the brace¬ 
lets oil their wrist* were raised from the water in the centre of the tank The 
Raja Ihi'jw hirn^lf down *uni prayed to Lhirga and In the riming - ebbialcd 
a great fttja at the tank. The Bontai, w bathing festival, is celebrated at 
llus tank to the present time and attract' ctnwda from ihr neighbouring 
village*.

The Fort and Town of Moaghyr a* well 
as the Immediate neighbourhood have many historical 
association*; The situation of the Fort, 4 rocky point pit* 
ting out into a great river, is one which must hare been occupied from the 
very earliest period, long before historical times. The value of such a site 
for defence, for aggression, or lot levying toll* nr plunder on the rivefborne 
traffic passing along the Gauge*, must have impressed itself on the first 
inhabitant* who rose above the condition of primitive savages.

For many years Mcnghy 1 wo* an br.alid garrison of the 
Company’s Army (one of these invalid; was ,iill alive when J was m 
Mqnghyr), and was also owing to its healthy climate and the cheapness 
uf living, a favourite plate of residence for pensioner. The scourge of plague 
and the general increase in cost of living ha*, however, made a great difference 
in the Iasi ten years.

and Viceroy of Bengal, aftci be had failed In his bid for tils father's throne. 
At the same time he repaired the fort of Monghyr, but though he thus 
made preparation for defence, lie never defended either, but fled eastwards 
and was finally lost hi the jungles of the Arakau Hills, A few miles west of 
Barba!, cm the north bank of the river between that town and Sakhiti, may 
still lie seen the remains of a mud fort. Slmjahad, which he constructed and 
occupied for some time during hij? flight. The bund has ?tood time well, 
being now ^me two and a hit If centuries old, 

f/i'iiflm or LIrain Is a village on the south side of the Loop line, some 
two mile* west of Kajra station and a litlle east of Shah ShujaA iwerf, 
which 11 said hy *orne to have been (he birth place of Buddha. 

Tht Sktikhpurtt Milt arc a range of km hills, runnjtig some six mile' 
from north-east m south'wtit At their grealet! etcv&rinn (hey art only 
a few hundred feet above Ihe plain?. Near Umir north end they -ink down 
to a height of -mute forty or fifty feet, rising higher again further rwrtbi 
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At their lowest pail a cutting lias been madt: tlirgugli the bills from one side 
ter the other Eviiitnily tTiTir Cutting was carted simultaneously from each 
siile. for the two ends did not exactly meet in the middle and are connected 
iheit by a short crosscut, 

This cutting is plainly visible from the rosul on the cast of the hills, 
sume half a mile off and probably may he equally well seen from the 
railway a little further cast.

Fvrt HaitiA£t is H» irarne of an old ruined fort, nnce a British Frontier 
fort, at Chakaf, the isos! soulbemly ibaua in the district. Qiakat rs some 
i* or sondlea suHth-wesl of Simnltal* station, and about the same distance 
south of Jbajha (formerly Nawadfit) station on the Chord line of the E.1JL 
The earth rwiis of the fort am still plainly visible Al the north-wed of 
Chtkai village No! far off is an nkl European tomb, the name plate of 
which has long diwpjjeared, Fnur miles, north of ChakaJ in Bamdeh, otic -of 
the seats of the United Tree Rtrk Mission tu the Son t halo. 

In that half of Monghyr district which lies north of th? Ganges then* 
Ls nothing i.f any special historical interest. Some twelve miles north of 
Bcgu Suai and a little north of Maujhaul Indigo Factory is the Rabat 
Tab b very Urge lake or men; much overgrown with reeds and water 
weeds, in It is an island Inhabited by hahumati^, from which It takes it* 
name nf Monkey i-land On thi- east side of the lake arc two small hills, 
or large mounds of earth. about which there h a legend lliat limy wen; two 
shovelfuls of cirth deposited then; by Jjilin).

Lieutenant Pcarsts, from his marked merit and abilities, found several 
warm [riertda tuuougst ihc celebrated and distinguished officers at the head 
Of his corps, particularly General Pesagulicr:* md General I'attison, with 
whom be kept up n constant correspondence. 

The bister y uf Colonel fm*ts coming to India is given In the folio wing 
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letter to ttrigadler-Gentmi Sir Robert Barker, Commandtrdn-Chid 1 in India, 
dated the 13th February, 1773 — 

“ tn the year 176S, the Court of Directors, having determined to 
augment their troop on die Bengal Establishment, were anxious 
of having officers from the King's Artillery to promote into their 
service : and also cadets to be appointed Lieutenant Fireworkers-' 
Application wai accordingly made through Mr. Serafton to 
Lieu tenant-Col one) James Paitison, Lieutenant Governor-General 
of the Royal Military Academy of Woolwich, not only lor cadets, 
hut even to recommend ofneet?. in eon sequence of which I had 
the honour of fating nominated to be Lieutorwnt-Cojond Com¬ 
mandant of Artillery. I remained in expectation of my appoint¬ 
ment fm *omv u-eekn, and should have eotne to India with that 
rani;, had not the Honourable Court tif Directors thought proper to 
bestow it on Captain Martin, in lieu of Ufie post of Chief Engineer 
in Bengal, which that ififrccr did then enjoy," t was, therefore, 
appointed Major of Artillery, and given to understand by tbc 
C It airman, that on the resignation of Lieutenant* Colonel Martin, 
or Ills death, or removal I was to be appointed to the command 
in his stead. 1 

The following commission wa; given to Colonel Fcaree on his sailing for 
India :— 

“The 1..'filled Company of Merchants of England, trading to the East 
Inrifei, to Thomas Deane Pearte, Esq, Greeting,

thereunto belonging ; and, we do, etc., etc" 

This Commission was signori on the 39th day of February, <763, under 
the common real of the East India Company snd countersigned by P, Mlckd, 
Secretary, Major Pear-*: sailed from England in March 1768, and arrived at

Thii disappointment, and what he conceived breach of promise on the 
part of the Directors, Major 1'carat at first very severely fdt; but fie recon¬ 
ciled himself with the Jiope that, on a fair representation of the case, justice 
would be done toward* him. The supersession was peculiarly unjust to 
Major Pearse j for Captain Kindersley 'as it appears by a memorial to the 
Honourable Court of Director; wav a junior officer in His Majesty's Service ; 
ant), a& Major Pcaise was aware that Captain Kimlcrdcy had sailed for 
India, lie refused to pr oceed w-itluiut the seniority of hU rank to Captain 
Kiiidersfoy being acknowledged at the India House, and obtained the 
promise that be should not tie superseded by him in India, The folio wing 
4HJWCJ f™ 11 the Secretary lo iht Coupti) was receive ! by Colonel Peam* 
o> an appeal made by him to the Honourable Harry Verelst, Esq,, President 
and Governor, etc., of the Counci of Fort William, dated Allahabad, 57th 
December, 1768.

"Slit,—1 have it in command from the Honourable the President and 
Council to acknowledge the receipt of your letter to them of the

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ThU distinguished officer held the command of the Hcnjal Artillery 
for 3i years ; he was *r| in ii mate G? tend of Mr. Hastings, and was honoured 
with the confidence of Lord Comwalfir ; and as his service In India took 
place during tbs Government of these illustrious statesmen, the mime ran h 
extracts from his original letters duw published, will be found to possess 
extreme interest and entertainment, forming in themselves a concise history 
of the limes and throwing new light upon many important scenes connected 
with the British Government of India, 

Ctilomd tkarw may Iw conrideretl as the first professionally educated 
Artillery Officer who entered the Honorable Company’s Service ; and we may 
well jwu. without detracting from the merits of his successors. Ibai few, if 
an) , have been his equals in professional science, and in that tsudahte and 
never to be too highly prized ardour, with which ho devoted himself to the 
important duties of hia command 

The state of the corps and its equipment, when Colonel Pearse came 
into tile command, may be judged of front the following extracts from letters 
to General Desagulier* and Mr, Muller, i?“$ — 

“When 1 first came into the command of the corps, 1 was astonished 
at tbe ignorance of al) who composed it. t lives a common practice 
ti. make any midshipman, who was discontented with the India 
ships, an officer of Artillery, from a strange idea, that a knowledge 
of navigation would perfect an officer of that COfps In lice know¬ 
ledge nf Artillery. They were ilmorC ail of this class; and llidr 
Ideas consonant «ftb the elegant Military education which they had 
received, But. thank God, 1 bate got r«J of all ol them hut seven, 
t have compelled all officers to perform laboratory work at the 
annual practice.'* 

And to Genera] OcsaguIlerE, in I ?? 2 , he writes >— 

"When I was at practice in 1770. the flutes burnt from 19 to 4$ second*, 
though of the same nature. The portfires were continually going 
out. The lube.-* would not burn.. The powder am {nfamon- The 
cartridges were made conical, and, if it ^ rtectirary to prime 
with loose powder, 3 great quantity was required to fill the vacant 
cavity round the cartridge. The carriages flew into piece, with 
common firing in a week. 

"All this l represented, but my topics i.utatioii was quashed, ihe con¬ 
tractor still make* site carriages, the laboratory is still in the 
same hands, and 1 have no more to do with it than his Holiness at 
Rome, 

“ \W I have g-rt all tht laboratory implement*. with rue al practice, 
and 1 outgoing to teach the officers uhat they never saw'.' 
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lntii]megabit quotations from Colonel Fearecs letters might be given ns 
arguments of tlie constant attention which lie gave Lo the duties ni his prdfus- 
slot), and of the exertions which he made to advance the character and improve 
the abilities of the corps; suffice it to say. thai during the whole period cf his 
service thesis estertlons were unremitting, and the success of them will be borne 
witfles* to its tlie succeeding page* of this memoir. A* several interesting 
and entertaining letters appear amongst Colonel I’earees MSS., dated in the 
beginning of 17G9, we shall retrograde a little in order to indulge the reader's 
curiosity. 

Colonel Fiiar&e, soon after his arrival was ordered up to Allahabad, which, 
with Chiiuar, had been lakej! from the Malt rattan, by the Army under Major 
Stibbcrt in J 765 , here he remained until July 1769, 

A1 this period of Colonel Fears l::-: service, th?; Madras Army was rn the 
field under u very able officer, a Colon id Smith, against the combined 
armies of Hyder Alt- and the Nizam, ftt December 176^, an action was 
fought in which the English Commander defeated the enemy. The 
Nlraro, after Lids defeat, separated histroopa from Hyder Alii, and concluded 
a peace, and a defensive alliance with the English. The Madras Govern, 
merit, presuming upon die late success, and Lht defection of the N'icim, and 
under an idea of bringing the operations of the Army immediately under 
tlieir control, the Council took the ill-judged deter minati on of sending two uf 
their member under the title of FkM Dipuil^ to'join the Army, one! Colonel 
Smith was directed not to undertake any operation without their concurrence : 
m fact, they were to direct all operations. Dlsgti.it in the mind of the success- 
ful soldier was the natural consequence ..f . nth a proceeding ; the operations 
of the Army were without energy ar effect ; and disaffection on the part uf the 
Army, surf dissatisfaction 011 the part of ihc Government followed. Culnuel 
Smith cither resigned his command from disgust, or was recalled by the 
Madras Council; and the consequences were that the Army met with a series 
of disarm after Ida departure. A letter from Colonel Fearer, *i (his time, lo 
an old Woolwich friend, throws some light upon the circumstances nnel the 
state of affairs in Bengal.

The command was 
then given to Lang, whose rank f do not know, A detachment 
in a wood being attacked were defeated r 140 F.tirepeans, '1 pieces 
of cattnon, and 1,500 sepoys were taken prisoners The Governor 
and Council, .seefeg that affile; began to assume veiy unpleasant 
appearance-, desired Colonel Smith to return to the comm ami. 
ilc at first refused, nor would he go till he waa sent without Field 
Deputies, and with full power-. Hydra Adi has also taken Fort

etc., for 6 months, and t.goo sepoy? It was done in the following 
manner : Hydcr summoned Captain Norton, commanding the Fori 
iurrender, and on the back of the summons he sent an Invitation

The Nabob's people 
pulled down ihc houses ami laid everything In mins. Monsieur 
Qievuller wrote to (he Governor of Fort William, desiring (hat 
the neuirality which subsisted between the two nation# might 
continue [for he was determined to march Against the Nabob;, and 
that the 1 hi;> might not be molested He was answered, that if 
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she attempted to pass die would be fired on by the guns of the 
Fort.

The nummary of news and events long since passed by, as given in the 
following extract fmm a tetter to Lieutenant Mayaffre, an old Woolwich friend, 
then in the corps, is entertaining -— 

The news just received ia. that the King of Prussia wnrt the Russian* 
have joined to attack the Grand Seignor, who has marched to 
Adriano pic with 'xyooo men. Princess Louisa Ann, George'* 
lister, is dead f tl:e Queen of France h the same.

If die m.inisCTS uf the times mu not altogether improved, the following 
piece uf mi) he useful, Colonel Fcarsc concludes his tetter thus :—

boobies who now came out employ their time in- " Live and be 
merry’b their theme on which they write. UlU, anil follow 
it as closely as they con. To a gentleman, you imisl leartt 
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to drink by all means 1 a man b honest in proportion to the 
number of battles he cun drink : keep a dozen dogs, but lit 
particular If you have nut the least ns* for them, am) hate shooting 
and hunting. Four horses may barely serve; but if you have 
eight, and seven of them are too vicious for the syce to feed 
them, it will be much better, 

“ By aji means do not lei the homes be paid for ; and have a palanquin* 
covered with silver trappings; get io,cco rupees in debt, but 
30,00a would make you an honestcr mnn — especially if you are 
convinced that you will never have power to pay. Endeavour to 
forget whatever you have learned—ridicule learning of all sorts— 
despise all military knowledge—call duty a bore—encourage your 
men to laugh at your order.' 5 — obey such as you like — make a 
joke of your commanding officer fm giving those commands 
you do not like, and, if you obey them, let it be so as to convince 
all your men tltat it is merely to serve yourself. These few rubs 
will make yon a gentleman and an officer, and it is the first 
lesson which young men take when they arrive in this country ; 
and, as I am ymir sincere triced, I sincerely recommend it to year 
careful attention," 

In July 1^9, Colonel Fears-.' {then Major) was ordered to proceed by 
writer to the Presidency, in command of two Brigades of Artillery. The boats, 
both for passengers and baggage, appear 10 have been as bad as they now arc. 
Tlic detachment met with many severe losses : several budgerowv R«d baggage 
boats being lost in bad weather. The 1st August, the detachment reached 
IfcrhnmpQre and was ordered to halt, the services of the detachment not being 
required. Major Kiudcrilcy was at tills time promoted to the rank of Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel, notwithstanding a representation of the supersession was before 
the Court of Directors for liter final decision. Major Paarac. of course, 
considered Major Kinder sley's promotion as a still further grievance to him ; 
and he writes to Itrigailier-ftuucTuI .Smith, commanding Ihe Bengal Army, to 
fLiriv.ird his view* by getting him transfeiml to ihc Infantry : having given 
up all hopes of promotion in the Artillery j— 

“ The occurrences of the last month have informed me that Major 
Kinders ley was appointed Lieu ten ant-Col and (in the 30 lh, and h 
to rank from the Kth November s 7®, This, Sir, in the cause of 
my rnieagmcsa ; not because that gentleman has got that rank, 
but because that rank to which [ aspired f* not vacant and not 
to be disposed of, but h tilled up, and ns far as man can judge, 
likely to continue so for many years, unci because I am thereby 
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cut off any chance of obtaining the next rank, and consequently 
must expect bo be superseded by officers at present below me 
The Infantry ; taints *jtH a very different prospect assures tiiuse 
who are happy enough to be in (I, that they will arrive it rank, 
by which they may be sure to secure a competency, or at least 
something sufficient to make their latter days nut burthen some 
tv them selves or 1 heir friend? t and though the chief command 
of tin. Artillery may promise as fair a chance of obtaining a 
competency, )et I can truly assert that t know it not. and that 
command is less an object of my wishes than a removal from the 
corp>. and happy should I think myself could l obtain a 
removal! from the Artillery U- the Infantry, with the rank I 
have," 

The orders of the Court of Directors went, however, positive that no 
removal-! from the Artillery to the Infantry should take place- f ortunately 
for Colonel Fcarec, he was not long kept out of that command which he was 
so justly entitled to, and for which he was so well qualified. On the iStfa tiny 
of October, 1769,4 letter from General Smith to Colonel Fcsmg communicated 
the intelligence of the death of Major K-iudersIey, on the >4*!] of the 
month , ami General Smith adds —“The Governor and Council have taken 
your case into consideration, and I have the pleasure to congratulate you on 
being this day promoted to the rank of IJcutettant-Cdond and Commandant, 
of the Artillery, till the pleasure of the Honourable Court of Directors is known." 

In tlte latter part of 1770, Colonel Fears? was called upon tc attend Sir 
Robert Barker, Commaruler-in-Chief, on hfe tour of inspection to the Upper 
Provinces; he has the Commandant of Artillery following him, for the 
purpose of proceeding to the different advance tatfon 1 in the field, and to 
survey the Artillery and store.**. After having completed this arduous 
duty. Colonel Fcarsc began his return to Fort William and visited Benares 
with Sir Robert Barker in March 1771. There he had an opportunity of 
examining the observatory, -M which he gives the following interesting 
description in a tetter to General Desagulicrs: — 

" Dae principal curiosity here h llie observatory, built by Mwwnamg, 
the son of Jyai»6, ahout 300 years ago; there is an exceedingly 
good mural arch cut upon a foie philster of chtmaro, st> fine mid 
smooth, Uiat it has the appearance of marble; and though St u 
certainly very old, it still is perfect, bid the index is wanting - t 
that is a loss which could very* easily be supplied by a [Knsfiii who 
has a taste for these studies ; for the centre? are left in the wall, 

" There arc two ring dials ; the largo one is curious ; the ratlini of the 
stone arch is 9 feet 8 inches; the gnomon is 4 feet C inches thick, 
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and its slant side about 40 feel long;: there .ire s! crn in tht gnr mou 
by which you i-iceml !u thn tup of It. By the measure of the 
two gnomons, I find they stand in latitude 2j id Jf. There are 
likewise two small inclined dials; ill which the gnomon is perpen¬ 
dicular to the plane of the stout: urt which tin decrees arc 
marked. Lastly, there is an instrument which ! do not under. 

stand, the following is a description qf it — 

“ vj, h are circular walls, a is 34 inches thick, end near tO leet redid*; 
f> is cmtcentric with rf. ifa incises thick, and between t: *tnl 13 feet 
radius. C is a cylinder of stone, its centre is the centre of the walls, 
A’ and i ate of equal height, tfts., 4 fcel : inched ; the outward wall 
is !? feet 4 inches. Tire tops of these wall* arc horirontaf, and are 
very nicety divided into degrees, and -ub -divided Into arches of i>\ 
At the cardinal points on the top uf the wall .4 there art* two iron 
pins, from which I conjecture there has been an instrument 
to fix upon tire wall, though I do uot kuow for ivhal purpose or uf 
what kind. 

" Lastly the second, for I had forgotten an instrument for taking the 
declension of the sun, etc., which consists oT a circle of iron, 
covered with brass, an axis of the same material, and an index 
with sights. This axis, which is a diameter of a circle, and con¬ 
sequently irt the plane of it, moves m pivot? fixed in the walls, 
which support it and is parallel to the axis of the earth The 
divisors are very much inferior to those on tlie stone. 

Colonel, Beane, instead of returning to the l 1 residency, was, however, 
called upon by Sir Robert Barker to proceed ts join a detachment of the Army 
in camp, under the command of Ucu tenant-Co loud Grant, in order to be 
president of a Court Martial on a Lieutenant Osborne, Colonel I'eanat accord- 
ingly proceeded to the camp, and the detachment marched to Mongheer, where 
the Court Martialcommcnced 1U> proceedings inurtMay 177*, on various charge, 
for crimes committed by Lieutenant Osborne during * temporary jur pension 
from service. Tlie proceedings were protracted to an unusual length by Lieu¬ 
tenant Osborne disputing the power of the Court to try him ; because, when he 
committed the actions for which the charges were sent against him, he con¬ 
sidered himself 4ft facing under suspension, and not under military authority , 
and when hie protest wa* unanimously invalidated fay tlie Court, lie objected to 
not less than ten ol the Members of the Court, eight of whom he called un sa 
witnesses Alter various ddep and dilficulties, in which the coiitiuvi nJ 
Colonel i‘carve and his knowledge *ii Military law showed how fitJ) lie had 
been selected to be president of the Court Martial, tlie preceding# which had 
taken up four months, were dosed about the eml uf September 1771, ^nd 
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in the early part of December following, Colonel Pears? proceeded to Fort 
William. 

In a letter t« General Pattison, 33rd March. 1772. Colonel I’earsc givt-> 
an interesting sketch of the state of affairs at this important crisis, and of 
the approaching entrance of Mi. Hastings into the Government, 

" Tire King of Delhi has thrown himself into the bands of the 
Maiirattas ; lie, of himself, is of but little consequence, because 
he is not remarkably clever, nor active ; but Ins name gives 
a sanction to the incursions af the MahratUs, and they and our 
other good Mends, being excited and assisted by the French, 
will most likely involve us in a ruinous war, I thank God, by 
the late changes in our Government, we are likely to have a very 
clever Council. Mr. floatings’ abilities arc known, so that if wc 
are to be troubled, we -= h n 5 1 be better steered than ws have 
been. 

‘ The French Settlement swarms with Europeans ; and lately tlicy 
have entertained a great many natives as lasers, who are all 
gone in tile ships to Mauritius, where I dart- say they *.viU be 
thoroughly disciplined, and, having once removed from home, 
they will not be likely to desert on orders to march here or there. 
Thu* everything they do tarries tile face of some deep design. 
Our Council hoi had so many French connections and so many 
intermarriages, that the late Governor tucked upon the French 
as friends, and they almost rode us, out of pure regard. Time 
will show what the present set will do, 1 think they suspect 
something; for since this tings' arrival the 3rd Brigade h<u 
marched down and will in a day ..r two encamp opposite 
thaudernagore. Next month is to give I ladings the chair: 
swiftly may the minutes fly anti quickly may the hour come I 
They say, and I firmly believe it, that the present Governor is 
4 mail of the most amiable and angelic private character; may 
i ever be governed by men who have some resolution in their 
stations. My sentiment is that a good Governor may be mi a 
bad private character; ant) a man of the best private character 
may be a had Governor; because the head is concerned, and the 
heart should be full of public virtue. 11 

In the year 1770 a dreadful famine virited the Company 1 * Provinces In 
Bengal t and one-third of the population was computed to haw perished 
During the preceding year, the rains had been partial ; the Company * 
Government was not popular, and cultivation hfu.1 boon neglected. When grain 
began to be scarce, an impolitic proceeding of Govern mutt, in coji sequence. 
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was Attended with the most fatal effects. Colonel fe.irse thus introduces the 
circumstances la a letter to General I’uttlson. tjji :— 

“The peri ifcfoiiv system of supervisor was his (Mr, Cart [«■%). The 
event has proved that S, and many others, judged tightly of iL 
That the famine was more Artificial than real must be evident 
from these rfreumstancGs. pi?., at Buxjir tne river is a cannon 
shot wide for a 3-Pr. Ihixar Is in our district . the country 
opjiosUe is part of Sujah-ul-Dowlah's dominion, a fief held by 
the son of Bui wan Sing : his country abounded with plenty when 
ivt were lit Lbe utmost distress; atul <m his shores were wdl sup- 
plied viHagen, when tltousarub. .starved At Ruxar. He kept his 
country so because be would not allow of that exportation which 
was dciincd to be marie. Had this plentiful country been in yur 
hand. 1 , and subject to an English potentate (supervisor),the whole 
produce would have been seized and cither sold or exported 
Within every district every man is obliged to offer the produce 
nf his land to the suijcmsar at his price. Without leave of this 
tyrant therv is not a man who dares in buy /.nr dare? Lo sell, as 1 
know, by experience ; even In fowls, rice, everything. 

" In that country [here hardly is a square mile uncultivated, and it 
everywhere swarms with inhabitants. In ouris, cottages ate 
hardly to be found—v. hole villages are deserted—the country is 
wa=tt Tjjc men, who (i ,:| influence. have not enough now to 
command respect as gentlemen ; their riches arc daily decreasing; 
or those who will not submit to waste their substance daily 
floe from this country ■ so that in a little time we shall have 
land enough and not be able to get foot! fmm it. When God 
gave rain- and plenty was likely to follow, and the rice was cut. 
and grain begun to be sold, then and immediately the old rice, 
which before had been selling at 3 or 3# sects for the rnpw. 
fell down to 8, and Lheu lo to or 1 2 : where could it Come from ? 
for the new straw did not produce old rice, but new. 

"That the Native Go verts meat would have made a scarcity by the 
same means n certain, provided we had not been lo power; but 
had the country been in its former state, and scarcity had ham 
occasioned, we. by our power, would have opened the magazines 
and saved the multitude, But when the tyranny wa< in our 
own hands—when wc til one profit ted by the miseries of utlicrs ; 
wo could not find it in our hearts to do good, because our purse 
must have been lighter. ! i ad every man been free to sell, and had 
been protected by us from oppression of the Native Government. 
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rvfiiy man who had n surplus -.vcrnlii have ;*nW It lu the 
market far a better price ; but as the matter was, each man 
Concealed as much as he could, and what was not concealed, lie 
wax compelled to sell t^.= those "(ho could and did lock it up to 
retail to the destruction of others. The very orders given at the 
Darb;u, to buy up all the grain that could lie got, and rtend it to 
Mo(i;shcd*b*ri. were the destruction if this, country; for they were 
obeyed. The inhabitants could get no food in the country : they 
fled to the city after grain \ but t ho grain wax too well secured 
fnr them to get a mouthful, and the unfortunate people died by 
thousands. Tike Govern or erred from want of judgment and 
bad counsel he did not share in the horrid plunder; he is a man 
of good character and amiable in the extreme; but there never 
was a Governor less capable, loss active, less resolute Much J 
fear the distress of th* country is beyond even Mr, Hastings' 
abilities to restore' 1 

T<j General Dtsagulutrs 

Our tncidious friends, the French, have been very active. They 
have persuaded the King to leave us, and he has done it, and 
say it is lilt own caprice. The proofs arc strong against the 
supposition; fur the King never spoke publicly on the subject 
till just before lit went, ft was not then known that our Ministry 
Imd patched up a convention, and that we daily expected a 
French war. We I lave since iiod certain advices that the 
French bad collected a greal force at Mauritius , and that 
they intend to attack u& here is beyond dispute, seeing 
that they sold off their clicet.-, and sent to Mauritius all the 
Bengal pilntc Nay, we now know that there is still a great 
force at Mauritius, and the King b certainty in motion. His 
going was nicely timed, aid b> the menage he has s ent us, it 
is evident that he dot- not moan to assist us because he has 
demanded the provinces from us. Let this be weighed—.what 
must be the conclusion > That it b the act of the French, and 
that the King and AUhrattai are in league with them against n». 
That Suj ah .u I -Bn wish b an enemy in hb heart, vie know well" 
that he is mudi inclined to the French is certain. He has been 
long aiming, and is non in readiness to take what side he p lease.v 
It i* Haiti hia troops baic mutinied fir want "f pay these are 
only his sepoys and be ha* «td lie will never fight us with 
ialaiiLry, hut with norsc distress and. ravage us. He boys bortes 
wherever he von, anil at any price. This diows that he doc? nut 
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want money, and the preparation shows what he intends. Yet 
our Governor looks upon him as a fast friend, because lie refused 
to go to Delhi, and job the King, and says he will oppose the 
Habn*ta& 


To oppose us, lie muni assembleferees, lionas, tie, We too well 
know that when: there is a [good understanding, the grimace of 
quarrelling fa easily put oil When the King was going, he and 
Sujah quarrelled. Sujnh invited him to dinner j the King 
accepted the invitation, and the entertainment was prepared. 
Tlte King then refused to go for fear of being poliotied. Sujah 
observed that, if Hi? Majesty was so suspicious, even when 
lie had the English Army close at Iumd to punish him, that he 
would have greater reason when he would be absent from such 


friends, What a farce f Sujah with a dagger, waiting Tor the 
opportunity of stabbing us, pretends friend ah tp and a good 
opinion to Util us Into security ; and we like fools swallow the 
bait Now Suiah kept up the farce by pretending to arm 
against tire King; but he let*' his infantry mutiny for want of 
pay, that he may use the money for arming horse and filling 
hfa treasury. Our treasury is empty enough. Ten thousand 
horse would easily cut off our collection of revenue, and this 
Sujah knows; and we are all well acquainted that without 
money our sepoys will not stay tor, a* It fa they desert by 
hundred- if they are ordered to march cither up or down the 
country, 1 wish time may prove 1 am deceiving myself, and

Colonel Pearse had a severe attack of illness this year, ami was obliged 
to go to Madras for change of aii. He sailed from Bengal on the j,otb 
November. This trip restored him to hi* usual health. Of the climate of 
Calcutta, which we trust has improved of late years, he thns speaks in 
Writing 10 Ids unde Admiral Mann 

"The air of Calcutta fa in dimmer like to A hot steiftfaroom ■ and in 
winter like a cold steam house. All the air is in every season full 
of moisture and of saltpetre. Do not wonder that it lias acted 
upon my body.’* 

Early in March, however, Colonel Pearsc returned to Fort William he ami 
thus writes to General [’altIvor —

My Dear General, 

l wmlc to you from Madras by the 'Vtii », I was then mending. Soon 
after, i heard alt Bengal was in an uproar; and 1 set out by the 
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very first tmteyiOtt to get back to partake of the general ccn fu¬ 
sion, 1 arrived on itie 3 ili instant; but where to find tlic confusion 
I know not The Mahraltas ate scampering about; but I believe 
then; will not be n drop of blood spilt; nevertheless a body of our 
forces is rmirchcd to support Sujufr-til-DowIiih and the Jtohillas 
again? ttbe Mah rat tits. This is necessary to keep them, our beat 
allies, firm in our interest: for otherwise, they might take part 
against us by joining the Maliratun. ( have received orders to 
proceed to array, and shall setoff in two or threedays to travel about 
1,000 miles on men's shoulders, which journey l hope to finish 
by the 1st of May.

The 
heat made it advisable for our troops to do the same ; ami, on the 
list July, t found them in huts. catted cankmni tilts, near Sul tan [lore, 
which is a town on the banka the Gc-ompotre — a small river, 
confined in mcra .1 parts within very -steep banks of hard stony clay.

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Suj ah-ui-D^ whh, who, acting in character, caused the head to be 
brought before him, and then. like a true coward. Insulted by 
{lulling It by the whiskers and loading It with other marks of 
ignominy. My consolation in not bdng with the Army was, that 
the war ums un-fitilldL Britons, the most, tenacious of ilieir own 
liberties, were joining their powerful ami.- to conquer a free 
people, who neither hod offended tlwm, nor could offend ; so 
remote, their country was unknown—so little undesinius of 
quarrel ling with their neighbour*, that all their whir was to preserve 
their own peace. The only favor they asked was* that we would 
not draw our sword* against them, but leave them to main tain

“After leaving li i c Malay man's village, the natives followed throwing 
stones ; ihe sailors desired to walk on. thinking the native^ would unt i<jllmv 
far ; they came to a creek which they parsed at low water, it mas then abon! 
tioon : tliey went on till evening, when they found water b> the =ide -if a 
bill: tlicn Ui« Cof&ees came down and tutrounded them, wanting to take 
buttons ami such like from them, and wanting to search the Ladle,.; some 
of the natives kept on- the hill, threatening to throw down great stones 
upon them. 

“The sailors advised the Captain tu go on, and not to jit -.till and let .ill 
tJbdr things be token from them, but (Lewis s#yi. the doctor being sick) he 
w/intld not move, and =o different j<oylu set off without him.

pretty well when they tame up to a dead whale, of which they three or 
four.

In ntKJui three weeks ot ,1 month, after parting with the Captain and 
the Ladies, they nine Into a *.indy country by this, time they were 
separated in tv small partfes.

At the present day they are neighbours 
of Sir Roper Lethbridge at Ex bourne The Eurasian branch of the family 
became household proprietors in Calcutta over a century ago, owning landed 
property un the site of the New Ho gg Market and the laic Opera House. 
Madge's Lane, as stated in Mr. I I. E. A. Cotton’s Qi/mtea OU und Nil v, 
is named after the family and one of them signed the Farewell Address 
to Lord Hinto in tSij.

The " Folly " may be described a* a cirenUr summerhouse huill in the 
centre of a tank at Hhowmiipur Ii Mauds near the entrance of Russa Road, 
North (No 7), almost facing the I-M.S. Institution, and exactly opposite 
the late Justice Dwarkanath Miller's bouse It Is known to the native? as 
Jot T&ngi. The Kali ghat tramway line runs by it. Long ago the people of 
Calcutta used to resort there for moonlight picnics, but it has been the 
property of an Indian Kent Leman Tor many years past. 

According to namotif it was constructed by Mr. Henry Fitts Forster, 
It.CS., eh a pleasure house for hid wife, a Jdt lady, There are residential 
quarter* in the ground*; H. F. Former, who died In (Si j, held the potiikM 
of Mint Master. Although the place Is called “ Forster s Folly " the man 
himself wjis anything but .1 fool. Resides being a fine amateur painter, lie was 
well known in Ids day as an Orientalist, He published ** A Vocabulary, 
English and Bengalee fsicj and Vice Versa" in two large quarto volumes 
(1799). »nd it Is said to have been largely through his exertions rtut Bengali 
became the official and literary language of the Province.

Mr. H. Brown of .Messrs Burn & Co. writes from Edinburgh Captain 
Robert Bruce Swinton of the Berkshire Regiment whose iuddcn death Was 
announced In 1904 was the only surviving son of Major William ftentlek 
Swinton, Madras Light Cavalry (killed in India in tliyfij, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of Robert Cattail of ftatho, Midlothian (Cadets of the C add I» of 
Cockensie), Major Swinton was the grandson of John Swinton of that ilk (one 
of the Senators of the College of Justice under the title of Lord Swinton) 
by his son George Swlntou, Cliiel Secretary u> the Govern nr- Genera I of 
India. Captain Swinton't drier brother was. killed in action in Egypt in 
18B5. The Swintons of that ilk are an ancient Saxon family who took their 
surname from the Barony of Swinton, County Berwick. Ednlf de Swinton 
of Swinton was seated there in the eleven lb century' in the reigns of Macbeth 
and Mai culm III, His sun Liulf, living under King Ed^.r, was the father of 
Udsrd d* Swinton, Sheriff of Berwick when Alexander 1 was [Livid King, and 
a charter obtained by his successor 11 emulf de Swinton from David 1 (who 
vlied rn ttss), is still to be seen in the archives of the Qta|itei of Dvirham, 
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Sir a\laei tic Sw intuit obtained a charter of the Bnnmy of Swintott from 
the Prior of Cddfogjbant In the rdgn of William the lion, -me! hi: son Alan 
wag a benefactor of that religion j li-.'gae, Henry of S win ton swore fealty ta 
Edward I at Berwick In 1296—os did so many oilier Scots, Charters am 
still preserved amongst the family papers, in connection with die estate of 
Sivmtou, which were confirmed by Robert JI in 131J3, and ratified by a Hull id 
I’opeClement HI, dated Avignon, 1383, Sir John Swinton was a man of 
note, a soldier, and a statesman in the reigns of the second and third 
Roberts, and a great favour!ie of bath these Kings. To his bravery at the 
battle of Olterbum in s 388, where he was high in command, the Soots were 
largely indebted for the victory which they gained there notwithstanding the 
death of die Douglas. This gallant soldier met a heroic death at Homlldon 
as readers of Sir Waiter Scott will remember 

By hia wife, a daughter of Robert 11, was bom tils successor, also Sir John 
Swiuton of that ilk equally distinguished as a soldier as was his fattier. 

Thb Sir John SwbUon was one of the contingent of Scoti who crossed 
to France and fought the English there. At the battle of Bauge he unhorsed 
and dew the Duke of Clarence, brother of Henry V, and at the battle of 
Verntuil tie met bis own death. His son again. Sit John Swiivl'4j, tiled in 
1,493 &nd was the lather of John Swiuton of that ilk who was Warden 
Depute? of the East Marche; under Queen Mary, and Lite father of Ills successor 
Sir John Swlnton, whose grandson, Sir Alexander Sarin ton, wuj* Sheriff of 
Berwick. One of Sir Alexander s younger sons was killed at Worcester 
(where he fought on the King's side) while attempting to carry off Cromwell’^ 
standard. Sir Alexander’s eldest son and successor, John, was also at the battle 
of Worcester, but only as a spectator, he having been earned a prisoner to 
England by Cromwell. 

Sir Alexander suffered forfeiture of bis estates, which however were ro 
ttored to hia son (whose molhei was .1 daughter of Lord Man tyre). Sir 
John Swtnlon of that ilk in 1690, This Sir John resided in Holland during 
the forfeiture. He was a member of the Union Parliament, and a man of 
note, Probably the fact of greatest interest tliat can be stated about him 
h that his eldest daughter, Jean Swinton, who married Professfpf John Ruthcr- 
ford, was the grandmother of Sir Walter Scott. In hia drama of " Halcduit 
llill'* Scott had therefore fur It; subject an ancestor as well 33 s Scottish 
hero. Sir John Swinton died in 1724, and was succeeded by his sort John, 
a member of the Scottish bar, and father of that Scottish Judge Lord Swfn. 
ton (died 1799). who, is already shown Wits the grandfather of Captain 
Swinton whose death is recorded above. Archibald Swinton, the founder of 
Burn St Co., Calcutta, was the fourth sun of John Swfmon oi Swinton and 
went to India in or about 1752. 
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The present Jumd of iHEs, family is John Edtslf Tlaigrave Swtatoa of that 
ilk, born iS&i, whose residence is S win ton Hank, Peebles and *1 Kdfnbnrjjh 
and London, I hR\e jnil had the pleasure of an interview on the above 
subjects with the present head of this Illustrious family.

The bookstall amidships did a good business in the sale of the 
C\ U.S.'s and other publications of local historical Interest Mr, Mitchell 
the new Sccretaty, was deservedly congratulated upon the result of hb 
maiden endeavours to make the day the pleasing and instructive success 
it proved to he. 

It is worthy of note that the CITS, has now visited all places of interest 
in Bengal (with the exception of the Budge-IJudge district) usually associated 
in history with the personality and exploits of Clive; 

The southern confines of the last of the Hughli’s European settle¬ 
ments other than British were reached as tiffin was in progress, and the 
good ship slid past the wooded territory in the recesses of which lie the ruins 
r>f the once magnificent French Palace at Ghyretty. Chandernagnte reached, 
the party, on lauding at the principal ghat in the centre of the Esplanade 
met with a hearty welcome from a represen tali re gathering of our gallant 
neighbours, who brought a message of greeting from M. Guizonter. the 
Administratcttr. A cordial reception by the Waite, M Leon Tardive), 
followed, ami introductions were made to Messrs. /. E. and A. Lehureaux, 
F. Chrestien, and other residents Mr. l'_ W. Madge, of the Imperial Library. 
Calcutta, had preceded the traveller by train, and met the steamer at the 
landing stage. Lieu ten ant-Colonel Crawford joined the party later on. A 
sufficing supply of ticca gharries wa« provided by the courtesy of the 
M&trc.

W* Hollingbcry, a 
member of an old Calcutta family ; Henry l 1 Ed ding ton, a Meteorological 
writer, who invented the word " Cyclone ;" the Rev, K. bland, Chaplain of 
Govt I inti; Felix N*ld Acting Administrator, and last, bet not least, Jules He 
Mom el, * a brave soldier of the first Napoleon.'’ There h riso in the cemetery

The site of Fort Si- Orleans nest visited. A* in the case of Old F**rt 
William, and also the barracks sit Hcrhampur, Fort Orleans stood between a 
large tank and tlw river. In Juste 1/jA, when Reiumll, the Chief (if Chander- 
iwgnrc. foresaw trouble ahead, and was beginning li, make preparations, he 
described the Fort as— 

* Almost In tlw middle of the settlement, surrounded by houses, which 
command it, a square of about 6oo feet, built of brick, flanked with 
four bastions, with six guns each without ramparts or glads. The 
southern curtain, about four feet thick, not raised to its full height, 
mu provided only with a battery of four guns , there wav * similar 
battery to the west, but the rest of the west curtain was only 
a wall of mud and brick, about a foot and a half thick, and eight 
ut nine feet high ; there were warehouses ranged against the out 
curtains which liccd the (inures and which were still in process 
nf constructicii , the whole of this rido had no ditch, and that 
round the other rides ure dry, only four feet in depth and u mere 
ravine. The walls of the Fort up to the rampart# were fifteen feet 
high, ttiul the house* on the edge of the counterscarp, which 
commanded it, were as much ns 30 I’cet " 
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By way of strengthening his feeble position, Renault as he says, *' com¬ 
menced to pull down the church and the house of the Jesuit Father*, situated 
at) the edge of the ditch, also at! the houses nf private persona which masked 
lire entire north curtain. It should never be forgotten that In this Jesuit 
house, thus dismantled, died one of the greatest of those admirable and 
perfectly amazing Jesuit missionaries For the story' of the heroic career of 
Bishop Francois Laynez we must consult tile work of the Kcv. Father 
Auguste Jean Lt Mathtr: I, ‘Anettme ri Ls NentetHt Mhtim. Having, 
it is said, baptized with His own hand no less than 50.000 of the heathen, 
anti travelled on evangelising tours from Triclil nopoly to the borders of 
Tibet, the Bishop died, in the presence of the brethren of his Society, at 
Cbandernagore. on tile nth of June, His body was in all probability 

buried before the High Altar at the Jesuit Church Would it not be possible 
to make some excavations in order to sec whether the pavement of the old 
sanctuary' mi-.’lit not be traced f 

Returning to the Fort Orleans, we were able to find some of the brick¬ 
work (it runs along the roadside) of the east curtain, which Ortne states was 
thirty yards from the river, air, & C. Hill tells iw that the ditch before 
the west curtain stood twelve feet from the Great Tank. We, thanks to 
M. Lehurenux. were able to trace the position of the Forte Royale, which 
fitted the road northward to Chlnsurah, and was in Renault's opinion on “ the 
weakest side of the Fort," For the narrative of the Siege one must, of course, 
consult Mr. S. C- Mill's Three Frenchmen in Bengal, 

The Expedition then drove to the Convent Chapel of the Immaculate 
Conception. Tliere is a tradition that this edifice was originally an Armenian 
place of worship, aud that it was presented to tire Roman Catholic aulhoriifc* 
by an Armenian lady convert We have since learned from M. Lchureaitx 
that it is the old Capuchin Church. The doors of the Chapel bear ibe date 
1732—two years later than Duplcjx arrival at FoDdidietty, ami nine before 
his airlval at Charsderirngore.

A visit nm paid to lire ruins of the Eglite dc St. Louis. Mr. Julian 
Cotton writes in hh brother’^ (H. E. A, Cotton's] hook “The present church 
covers Hie site of the older Qiurch of St. Loub, where Ire (Dtipkix) married 
his wife Jeanne, the famous Joanna Hryum, from whom be learned the tongues 
smd talent? of oriental diplomacy.’ 1 Here are some mJstatements. Tlie original 
Church of St Louis was, as the accompanying map will show, within the 
walls of Port Orleans. In the Siege of 1757 it bore four guns on its roof. 
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(It may be noted that in 175* there were at least three Churches in 
Chandernagore—the Parish Church of St Louis. Uie Jesuits' Church, and ifct- 
Capudiln Church) The original Si. Louis was destroyed In Uie Siege: a salt 
gnla to the south of the rite of the old Fort ira afterwards Mimed into the 
second Church of St Louis. The present Parish Church occupies a site still 
more to the south ; after visiting the mined gateway of the swn*l Eglke dt 
St. Lx>uis. we crossed the mud, and visited the fine modern Church of the S-acred 
Heart. All were Impressed by the stoteUneu and dignity of its interior. 
It was. at one lime, served b)- the dergy of lire excel lei it Ceagrtgati** du 
S m Esprit ti Ju S Carur dc Mtrie —a missionary body founded by the Vener¬ 
able Libemtarm, a converted Jew, who during long years ol suffering as a 
victim to epileptic fits, instituted the great Order, which has done so mudi 
noble work for the emancipation, evangelisation, find civilisation of the East 
African slaves. The statuette of Jean d'Arc, which stand* before the ChnfcU, 
was much admired, to the public gardens, close by, we paid the homage of 
silent respect to Fragcl’s bust of England's rival Empire-builder, Joseph 
Francis Dupleix. To aid our memories, let us nut-: that Duplcix was 
bom about seven years after that memorable dt. Bartholomew's day, when 
Char nock made his ‘ mid-day halt. ” and founded Calcutta.

IN 1613 the English, on their way to Bengal, came to Orissa, and 
the story of the settlement At IfeUsun; will be found in Dr C R< Wilson’s 
masterly introduction to hi* nonc-toc-widely- k rmwn yet most deserving- 
book. The English in Binged : but the story of the attempt to reach and exploit 
Bengal from the West of India has been, till Mr. Foster’s hook appeared. an 
untold talc. For the English merchants the attraction ottered by Bengal was 
it* silken good* and cottons tile only question was, would ft not be in the 
long run cheaper to purchase the products of Bengal at Agra rather than to 
maintain Factories on the spot 1 So early as 1619. the agents at Surat advised 
their brethren at MatulipaU® : “ As for trade in BanyaU our matter* 
have often require the attempts in expcctacion, itt seemes. of come profitable 
commodities thence for England, butt as the case standes, wee see not lion- ft 
can *5 now he undertaken." However, an attempt was made, and 1 will 
proceed to give a letter from Robert Hughes and John Parker, at Patna, to the 
Company, dated November JO, 1620 (1 modernise, as far as possible, ths; 

English), 

" Yonr Worships hi your last year's letter, dated the J 3 th February and 
6th March, 1618 [1619], sent by tire Charts, Rnfy, and Dj awtid. earnestly 
requiring quantity' of commodities fitting England, and their provision to be 
made in such places as give beat hope?, m well for attaining quantity as *fer, 
their procuring to the best advantage for price, condition, etc., amongst sundry 
other new employments thought on by the I'resident and Council in Surat 
after the dtspeed or the Lyjn t the last year, for England, they murdered 
some experience to be made in the parts uf Bengal, for that by report it 
promised good store of callico, clothing, raw silk, etc,, the commodities by 
your Worships must desired for which cause they appointed Robert Hughe* 
to be sent from the Agra Faclory to Patna, the ehlefeft mart ton n of all 
Bengal, appointing him likewise an assistant then in Surat, who being long 
detained in Ahmadahad, for waul of company to proceed for Agra, ipent 
a great part of the year there; whereof we having notice m Agra, the 
time spending so fast, and the way between Patna and Agra somewhat 
tedious. It wo* thought requisite tv dhpcxd Robert Hughe* before, and the 
assistant to follow him upon advice Of the necessity, And haring 
accorded upw a competent sura of monies for some present trials, with 
bills ol exchange importing 4,000 rupees, He departed {from, Agra the 
8th June, and after 2$ days travel arrived here in Patna [fee 3rd July, 
where having procured acceptance of Hi-, exchanges, and made some 
inquisition into the hope and good here to be effected, and upon good 
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information being ascertained that Ibis place to good purpose might be 
established a factory, lie forthwith advised Sural ait cl Agra thereof, and 
entrusted the sending of his assistant and by him some English goods, which 
in Agra lay un vendable. with more supplies of monies, to pioceed in provision 
'I what gocrj.i might possibly be omira^-utl timely to be stmt lienee tht* year 
for Surat and England ; which advice and Information the Agra factor: 
approved, and in place of John liagam which was proceed wl with Robert 
Youngs for Lahore, they awil hither John Parker, and by him tlie foods 
advised for, who came hither about the midst of September; before Jtnrl since 
whose arrival wtrat we liavc effected iti our provision, etc, we will proceed to 
give your Worships notice, Accounts of goods purchased and forwarded l" 
Agra. The Am berry callicoes arc made a days journey from this place in a 
l*rgana (" prlgoflye " } or shier called Lackhowrr, where they are still to be 
bought of all prices, infinite ijutm title* from the poor weavers which make 
them, brown of which there are three sorts, the first narrow breadths au-i are 
cuininonly cailed rasscys, generally coarse and few or mine above two rupees 
net. the piece of about half a yard broad and r j yards long ; the next son 
are called seffcreontiyts, and at most may be one-fourth broader ihau the 
former, but much finer and of higher prices, from two to six rupees per 
piecei and the third and last sort the broadest mwT finest, known Uerc by 
the name of Jchange™, whereof some are n foil English yard and few or 
none above. Neither can the weavers conveniently make them broader fas 
themselves *ayj to have them substantially and close woven. The best niid 
cheapest course would be to buy them raw and have them bleached after¬ 
wards, Ten or fifteen thousand pieces might easily be procured. The finer 
-arts are a good *ort of doth having no fault but want of breadth. A thin 
cloth like callico lawn is also procurable in good ipiaiitities. Samples of raw 
silk Km. They can procure it cheaper than in Agra by yo per ceuL, vit, 
Rv 4,’< the «cer of pieces (which seer » near about lyf pounds English 
avoirdujvnsj against Us 5 . the seer 30 pieces in Agra. The supply has 
been approved from Surat, and they hope to provide 500 iruuinU yearly. 
Amberty callicoc* and raw silk are the two main props which must 
uphold this factory. They have sold must of their English goods to the 
Governor, The Portuguese, of late years, have had a trade line in Patna, 
coming up with their frigates from the bottom of Ltengat. when they have 
two ports, the one oiled GolJyv, the other Picppullyt and therein are licensed 
by thi> King to inhabit Oollye is tJicir chicfesi port, where they are in great 
multitudes, and have tbefr yearly shipping both from Malacca aud Cochin. 
The cum mod Ilk* they usually bring up hither i- 5 lor tin: m .-t part tin, 
spices, and China wares, hi lieu whereof they transport amborty callleoef, 
cartKts, and all aorls of their doth, which they dtu into redds purposely 
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for >*tl to the southward*. Thin city stands up or lltc Gauge*, whose swift 
current transports their frigates with such dexterity that in five of six Jays 
they usually go up to their ports, but in repairing up again spend thrice the 
time" 


Till* letter w In itself of great interest- It K as far as can be at present 
derided, the first business letter sent home by an English Merchant in Bengal 
to hta employers beyond ibe seas tl deserves to be reproduced in featmih. 
The place to which Hughes had been "tjHspeoded 11 was apparently liajipur, 
on the other side of the river to Tatna, “Hogrepireprititmta ‘ and iJ Hagwpon.- 
Puttana arc alternative names given to Mils place in the records: Patna is 
represented by ' Pm Lana " The great weaving centre, Hughes 5 " Lackhnwer 11 
is, Mr. Pester conjectures, the present Lufcaivar, about >o miles south of Patna 
"Gollye" is, of course, Huglill, atid Plcpjmltyc fs Pippll to the Balasore 
district. 


Koutmr HueHESreached Patna on July 3. t6^o, and was joined by John 
Parker in (hr following September, In the March nt KUi, a "terrible fire" 
ravaged the city : the Factors' house and merchandise were destroyed. About 
the same time their P«tf«>r», MnquatTab Kha:, w»* transferred to Agra, while 
Prince Panm Jehangfri* sectmd son became Governor nf Patna, In June, 
the two Englishmen were dispossessed of their second home, and we find them

Fn the last t&site f quoted Mi*$ Bteldiymien's account of tire terrible 
wreck of the Grotvnvi I base since p>me across, in the notice of "the life 
and writings of the author prefixed to Robert Qimc’s Hiiterital FragmtnU, 

1 he foil Owing passage in a tetter from tin- historian to Sir William Jones 
“ I must now ask your pardon and permission to speak on a matter 
which affects me to the very heart. The fid fate of the ship Grctitnor will 
have reached India long before this fetter. My nephew, Mr. Hoses, his wife 
and child were among those who got ashore : and t have heard of them to 
the tenth day after the wreck but beyond, to this hour nothing, Captain 
IJ Auvergne, who arrived about three months ago from the Cape, says, 
there were account* of more white people inland when be came away , but 
two ships, .1 Dane and a Frenchman, had been last on the same coast; and 
nearly on the same part of it since the Grcsvtn&r so that [ am almost 
without hope of bis safety. 1 am out of his attorneys in England and he 
has three children under out care, n boy and two girls, the eldest ter years 
old. Nobody knows anything of any wilt of Mr. 1 loses being deposited 
in England ; but it fe scarcely possible that lie should have left Bengal

The writer of the biographical note tells us that " when the dreadful 
news arrived of the loss of the Grosvtuc Indium an, in which lits nephew and 
his family were passengers, it so extremely affected Mr. Or me. iliat it was 
a feng time before even his superior mind could be reconciled to the event, 
in a letter to a friend, he says : 'my wretched health bar been more impaired 
by this shock which for many days left me almost in a stale of stupidity.' "

" That he will undoubtedly make himiieif master of the navigation of the 
Red Sea and probably form some scheme at Cairo ot Alexandria intercept- 
ing our packets coming through Egyjrt is .1 conclusion so foreign from any 
causes to which i can apply It that I shall not attempt to refute it.

1 cannot doubt that Warren Hastings had hh way, and that J. Ik 
Chevalier embarked at Serampore on board the Danish Ship NUiialta Let 
Mrs. Fay tell us the rest of the story — 

"Several English merchants freighted a strip (NatAa/i*) from Seram - 
J«re, a Danish settlement on the Hooghly. fourteen miles above Calcutta, 
whore Commander, ViuiderGeld, a Dane, paired fur owner uf the ship and 
cargo. Mr O'Donnell, one of the persons concerned, who had property on 
board to the amount of above £20,000. came as passenger, u did Mr. 
Barrington, the real Eujmreargw, Msu a freighter, and two Freaichmen. brothers 
named Chevalier, The) - left Bengal on New Year's Day 1779. and cams 
first to Calicut, on the coast of Malabar, where they arrived in February 
found English. lTench r Da nidi ,uid Portuguese factor* there and trade in ,v 
flourishing state: so, not apprehending any danger, they entered into u contract 
with one 1 sane, a rich old few. wfu tiu ;;rc,ii influence with Iht (roveriuTipni to 
freight them with tappet for Bengal m their w *y from Sue.' that being thr 
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greatest town on the coast for that commodity. The price was settled and 
jf/OO paid as tamest. This bitrincu arranged, they proceeded on their 
voyage *, and, having luckily disposed of some port of the cargo at this place, 
reached Suez with the remainder iti Lhe beginning of June, landed their 
good* to the amount of j?40^:o and prepared to eras', the desert on their 
way to Cairo. The company, besides those already mentioned, consisted of 
Cbcmi the second mate, with some officers and servants: In all, twelve 
Europeans, strengthened by a numerous body of Arabian guards, camel 
drivers, etc,, for the conveyance of their property—more than sufficient in 
everybody's opinion, for no one remembered a caravan being plundered— for, 
although sometimes the wandering Arab* were troublesome, yet a few presents 
never failed to procure a release from them. Tims were they billed into a 
fatal security, cadi calculating the profit'' HkeJy to accrue and extremely 
willing to compound far the loss of a few bales, should they happen to meet 
with any strolling depredators, not even once supposing their lives to be In 
danger, or intending to use their firearms should they be mdested. 

" f On Mow lay. the 14th June, they left Suez, and next morning at day* 
break had travelled about twenty miles (nearly one-third of the way), when 
the alarm was given of an attack, as they, poor souls, were sleeping across 
their baskets (or paniers). Captain Barrington, on awaking, ordered a dozen 
bales to Ise given to them immediately ; but, alas I they (the Arabs) were 
already in possession «f the whole, for the camel drivers did not defend them- 
selves an instant, but left their beasts at the mercy of the robbers, who, after 
detaching a large body to drive them away with their burthens, advanced 
towards their passengers. Here I must request you to pause and reflect 
w hether it be possible even for imagination 10 conceive a more dreadful scene 
to those concerned—particularly to Mr. OLMinieU, who from a concurrence of 
fortunate circumstances, bad, in less than four years, realized a fortune of near 
£ jo.qw. the bulk of which be had laid out in merchandise on the prospect 
of getting 50 per cent, and, ns his health was in a very weak state, proposed 
retiring to Europe, What must that man have felt, a helpless spectator of 
1 its own rum ) But this was nothing to what followed on their being per¬ 
sonally attacked. The inhuman wretches, not content with stripping them 
to the skin, drove away their camels, and left them in a burning sandy desert, 
v.hJcb the (bet can scarcely touch without being blistered, exposed to the 
scorching rays of l lit sun, and utterly destitute of sustenance of any kind; 
no house, tree, or even shrub to afford them shelter. My heart sickens, my 
hand trembles as I retrace this scene. Alas ! I can too well conceive their 
situation. I can paint tu myself the hopeless anguish of an eye cast abroad 
in vain for succour 1 But I must not Indulge in reflections ; let me simply 
relate Ihc facts as they occurred, In title extremity, they stopped to 
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deliberate, when each gave bis reasons for preferring the road he bad 
determined to pursue. Mr. OTkiniidf, Chenu, the Cook, and two others 
resolved to retrace their steps back to Sue*. which was undoubtedly the most 
eligible plan. Of the remaining seven who went toward* Cairn only out 
survived. Mr, Barrington, being corpulent ami abort breathe*!, sunk under the 
fatigue the second day ; bis servant soon followed him. One of the French 
gentlemen was, by this time, become very ill, hi id his brother, perceiving a 
bouse at some miles distant (for in that flat country one may see a great 
way), prevailed or. him to lie under a stunted tree, with his servant, while 
he endeavoured to procure some water, for the want of which the other was 
expiring. Hope, anxiety, and affection combined to quicken bis pace, ami 
rendered poor Vanderfietd, the Danish captain, unable to keep up with him, 
winch he most earnestly strove to da From conflicting passion i wept 
myself almost blind as the poor Frenchman related lii* sufferings. Almost 
worn out with heat And third, be was afraid of not bring able t>« reach the 
house, though his own life and that of bis brother depended on it. On the 
other hand, the heart piercing cries or hti fellow-iofferer that he was a dead 
man unless assisted by him, and conjuring him, fur Gob'S sake, not to leave 
him to perish now they were in view of relief, arrested his steps, and agonised 
every nerve. Unable to resist this solemn appeal, for some time lie Indulged 
him, till finding that the consequence of longer delay must be inevitable 
destruction to both, be w« compelled to shake him off. A servant belong* 
ing to some of tire party still kept on, and poor Vanderfield was seen to 
continue his efforts, tilt at hut, nature being completely exhausted, he 
dropped, and was soon relieved from hit miser its by death. Nor was the 
survivor far more enviable, when, having with difficulty readied the build¬ 
ing, after which they bad toiled eo long, it proved to be an uninhabited 
shed. Giving him wit up for lost, the French gentleman laid down under 
the shelter of the wail to await ids lost moment (the servant walked lor ward 
and was found dead a Little further on), Now it so happened that an Arabian 
beggar chanced to pass by the wall, who seeing hi? condition, kindly ran to 
procure some water, hut did not return for an hour. What an age of torture, 
of horrible suspense, rot, tf 'hope deferred makelh the heart sick,* the 
sensation must cause ten-fold anguish at a moment like this. 

"The unhappy man was mindful of his brother, but, utterly unable to 
undertake the task himself, he directed the beggar as well as he could to 
the spot where he had left him with a supply oT water. But, nlas ! all liis 
endeavours to find the unfortunate men were ineffectual, nor were their 
bodies discovered, His supposed that they crept for shelter from the sun 
into some unfrequented spot, aud there expired. The survivor, by the 
assistance of the beggar, reached the Hut uf a poor woman, who kindly 
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received him, end through h« car* he was soon stored to streogtii, 
and arrived safely at Cairo after as miraculous an escape as ever human 
being experienced/ 1 

I must imw take up the :ubj«t of Alexander Elliot once more ; and, first 
of all, I must give the coo eluding portion of the lengthy letter from Warren 
[fastings to his friend. It continues from the end uf the first paragraph of 
page 33d of this volume of Betigai J Pait and PtasmL

at Saraogarh, to his place in the history of the builders of British Indian 
Empire.

which bas been found so convenient and expeditious a road, that i believe 
the Intercourse will be very frequent by that channel, especially as I 
understand that the Comiwny have ordered two vessels to be employed a*

At ter his return, Elliot Was much occupied hi the endeavour bs bring 
about an understanding between Hasting!. and Franck On the very iky 
iJkr Elliot’s return wo find Freud* recording « September 30th, Visit from 
ElliuL SEy devil f Early in December. Edward Wheler, tlic new member 
of the Supreme Council, arrived in the Hnghli. The anxiety of cither party 
to secure this Important ally led to a rather ludicrous confluence. Francis 
sent hu friend Lisina with cirriagH to meet Wbete at Kudge Budge and 
bring him up 10 Calcutta ; the Governor sent Elliot with carriages, and Harwell 
sent lm ''tele coach, Francis records this on December 6 , and then mi 
the iith he notes " in spite of all Mr. Elliot's courtship and artifices.

Captain F, G, C.vtlOBW {Sketek of Uu Semees f the Bengal Native 
Army, p, i 9 ) writes — 1 On tile tOth June, tyyfi, was fought the brilliant action 
of Korah. In the preceding month Lieutcnant-Colunci Parker had been 
detached frt'm ilclgram, in-Oucib territory, with part of the 2nd Company of 
Artillery and the Ijtb and ifith Battalions of Native infantry, to watch the 
motions of one Mabub Khan, a disaffected officer in the service of the Nawab 
Waair. who was posted at Kurah, about twenty-five miles below Cawnpore, 
witb a force of seven battalions and nineteen guns, It being an object 
to gain possession of those guns, Colonel Parker marched on Korah and 
demanded their surrender, Mabub Ktun himself was not present, but the 
demand was resisted by the neat in command, upon which Colond Parker 
moved forward tu enforce it; a sharp conflict ensued, resulting in the 
complete (Ideal of Mabub Khan's troops, and the capture of the whole of his 
guns. The toss sustained by Coload Parker's detachment is not recorded 
but it appears to Lave been considerable: Captain Gravely, commanding the 
15th Battalion, was dangerously wounded and subsequently died t>l hi? 
wounds; Lieutenant Erskine o| thv loth whs killed. In 1829, the two corps 
engaged (which had then become the late 1st and totli regiments -.a 
Bengal Native Infantry; received lilt permission to inscribe ‘ KoftAU' 
on their colours.
